In ordering please indicate how you wish orders shipped, whether by Express, Parcel Post, 
or Freight. When not so advised we will use our best judgment. Regret we can’t accept orders 
for shipment by truck. 


Six or more plants of one variety will be furnished at the dozen price; 50 or more at the 
hundred rate. 


PACKING CHARGES 


All bedding plants will be knocked out of pots and carefully wrapped in paper; this reduces 
weight and cost of transportation. Bedding plants shipped in clay or paper pots are 5% ad- 
ditional to the price listed in catalog. 


IMPORTANT: On all orders that are shipped, unless noted to the contrary, we have 
been compelled to charge 10% additional (minimum 50c) on each shipment.

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Hardy Chrysanthemums 


These Chrysanthemums are a wonderful addition to the 
flower garden, adding a lot of color after most other 
flowers are through. 

Chrysanthemums require a good, fairly rich soil for 
best results; they need additional fertilizing later in the 
season, about the time buds begin to appear. 

While some kinds will winter better than others in our 
locality, they should be protected with a good covering 
of leaves or coarse hay in about the same manner as most 
perennials. 

Varieties marked with a * were developed by the 
University of Minnesota.
